DEATH OF A SCUMBAG 



Democracy in Britain has been made a tittle safer with 
the recent death of Searchlight photographer, Mike 
Cohen. 

Cohen, a lifelong Communist and Zionist worked as 
staff photographer for Searchlight and was 
responsible for taking hundreds of photographs of 
nationalists since the 1960’s. A cruel and heartless 
man, he was known to rejoice when his photographs 
were used to successfully harass and intimidate 
Searchlight’s victims. 

Born in 1935, in East London, the Cohen liked to view 
himself as a typical Jewish East-ender constantly 
fighting against injustice. But in reality Cohen was just 
one of life’s misfits. Unable to keep a regular job in 
London he went to live in Israel. Working with 
members of the Zionist, Poale Zion, Cohen assisted in 
evicting Palestinians from their lands. Called up for 
National Service Cohen returned to England and 
immediately tried to lie his way out of conscription. At 
that time, most soldiers were posted to Germany after 
receiving their basic training. Post-war Germany was 
not a popular posting as Allied soldiers were still 
viewed as an army of occupation by German civilians. 
Cohen claimed he could not go to Germany as he had 
lost his family in the Holocaust. The military authorities 
were more than familiar with the varied excuses used 
by conscripts to try and avoid bad postings and a 
quick check revealed that Cohen’s parents, Allan and 
Beattie, far from perishing in a concentration camp 
were alive and well living in the family home in East 
London. On leaving the army Cohen got involved with 
the criminal gang, the “62” group. Under their 
malignant influence Cohen gained a criminal record 
for public order offences and “breaking and entering 
with intent to commit a felony. (Burglary) This crime 



was committed with an accomplice, Manny Carpel, 
who just a few years previously had been caught 
breaking into a private dwelling accompanied by 
Searchlight publisher, Gerry Gable! As the saying 
goes,” thieves stick together” and Gerry soon found 
Cohen a job as staff photographer for Searchlight. 
Cohen was obviously at home with the Communists 
that dominate the Searchlight organisation and this led 
to further work taking photographs for the New Worker 
(The New Communist Party (and the Morning Star 
(Communist Party of Britain). Despite his new -found 
wealth Cohen never left his East-end roots, eventually 
sharing a flat with another New Communist party 
colleague, journalist Renee Sams. With his death, 
Britain, has become a better place, a more democratic 
place. And nobody will really mourn the passing of a 
vicious thieving scumbag like Mike Cohen. 
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For those who missed the 
recent BBC 2 mini-series, 
TRUE SPIES the three part 
series provided far less 
revelations than promised 
in the build up. Several 
retired former State 
Intelligence operatives told 
how successful the State 
had been in either 
infiltrating or coercing 
sources within the trade 
unions and various political 
groupings to provide 
“insider information”. 

It was amusing to learn that 
sources within the National 
Union of Miners, the rail 
workers ano the militant 
midlands car workers were 
reporting every move in the 
bitter industrial disputes of 
the 70's direct to their State 
Intelligence handlers. 

It was also hilarious to see 
the face of former anti- 
Apartheid campaigner, 
Peter Hain, when it was 
revealed to him that his 
closest colleague in the 
movement was in fact a 
Special Branch officer. 

As the motive for targeting 
these groups by the State 
was that they were 
considered “subversive” 
(i.e.: groups which sought 
to undermine the state and 
bring down the government 
by non-parliamentary 

methods,) it came as a 
surprise to learn that the 
National Front and later the 
BNP also became targets 
for state infiltration. 



The man used to infiltrate 
the nationalists was 
codenamed “Steve”. 

“Steve” was a Midlands 
based homosexual who 
was well known within the 
British nationalist 

movement. In fact, within a 
few minutes of the 
broadcast, several former 
colleagues identified him as 
Peter Marriner. Now for the 
programme makers to 
“reveal” this supposedly 
startling source was little 
short of a hoax. Marriner, 
who was spying for money 
rather than for ideological 
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Birmingham Post in August 
1977 that he was not a 
Fascist but was working as 
an infiltrator into right-wing 
groups helping a television 
researcher. The following 
day he told the Birmingham 
Mail, “The group which 
made these accusations 
(that he was a Fascist) 
knows full well the truth of 
the matter because my 
research material has been 
used in their publications”. 
So much for BBC 2’s 
“revelations”! 

Also the programme 
makers failed to reveal that 
Marriner, under the alias of 
Peter Hamilton Kerr, was in 
1971 imprisoned for almost 
two years for robbing fellow 
homosexuals after enticing 
them into public toilets for 
sex acts! 



A closer look into Marriner’s 
spying career suggests that 
he was first drawn into 
spying on nationalists by 
the former Searchlight 
editor, a cross-dressing 
pedophile, named Maurice 
Ludmer. Maurice lived in 
Birmingham and probably 
met Marriner in 1974 when 
Marriner was running a 
social club for transvestites 
in nearby Walsall. Marriner 
admitted the existence of 
the club to the Birmingham 
Mail. One also wonders just 
who, in 1977 could have 
been the “television 
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Marriner was helping to 
expose right-wing groups? 
Could it have been Gerry 
Gable? Certainly Gable has 
plenty to say about the 
programme in the 

December issue of 

Searchlight. Unfortunately, 
“Mr. Piss & Importance” as 
he is called by some on the 
left, comes across in his 
article as being all bitter and 
twisted because he was not 
called upon by the 
programme makers to be 
an adviser or consultant. 

The spymaster was 
ignored and his ego has 
been hurt. Sad isn’t it? But 
for Mr. Marriner his spying 
career is at an end. Having 
received a quarter share of 
Lady Birdwod's £278,000 
estate in 1997 he now 
needs only to visit public 
toilets to gratify his sexual 
needs. 
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Our immensely successful 
Pubwatch scheme has 
forced many of the SWP 
branches to look for 
alternate venues for their 
meetings.

ANOTHER FLY IN SEARCHLIGHTS WEB 



Regular readers will recall 
that in our “Bits & Pieces” 
section of issue 20 we 
mentioned that the soft- 
left, Labour Research 
Department had begun an 
association with the 
Searchlight organisation. 
The LRD had decided to 
take out a full page (and 
no doubt costly) 

advertisement in the June 
issue of Searchlight 
magazine. Also, LRD were 
carrying advertisements 
for Searchlight’s violent 
friends the Socialist 

Workers Party. 

New TARGET wrote 
several times to the LRD 
at their freepost address 
warning them that the 
good reputation that they 
had built up since their 
formation in 1912 could be 
compromised by 

associating with scum 
such as Searchlight and 
the SWP. Unfortunately, 
LRD chose to not only 
ignore our advice, but 
actually failed to reply to 
any of our letters! So now 
we feel is an appropriate 
time to take a closer look 
at the Labour Research 
Department. 

The organisation was first 
established by the left- 
wing Fabian Society in 
1912. In 1918 the LRD 
was re-established as an 
independent group. The 
group grew slowly through 
the turbulent period of the 
General Strike in 1926 and 
in 1930 launched the first 
issue of Labour Research. 
Despite its name, Labour 



Research has never been associated with the Labour Party and in 
fact was from 1942 to 1972 proscribed by the Labour Party for 
being controlled by Communists, (any change?) The Trade Union 
Congress also banned LRD for the same reason. 

In 1965 LRD purchased its own plush offices in London’s 
Blackfriars Road, close to Waterloo station. LRD claims that the 
money to purchase the offices came via “generous support from 
affiliates and others” But who were “the others?” Official 
documents recently released suggest that Britain’s Security 
Services believed that large sums of money flowed from the 
Soviet Blok into LRD’s coffers. 

Now registered as a Limited Company, LRD have only two 
directors.

The London based 
booksellers, BOOKMARKS, 
who are owned by the 
extreme-left Socialist Workers 
Party are about to concede 
defeat in a long running legal 
battle about a libelous article 
printed in Searchlight 
magazine. Under current law, 
not only is the author of a 
libelous article liable but also 
so are the printers, publishers 
and distributors. Unfortunately 
for Bookmarks they fell in the 
latter category. The offending 
article appeared in 1993 and 
the libel case started in 1996. 
Now after almost eight years 
Bookmarks have decided to 
settle out of court. It would 
seem that Bookmarks are 
slow learners. They still sell 
Searchlight magazine and 
given that the magazine has a 
long record of printing libelous 
articles any defense of 
“innocent dissemination” is 
doomed to failure

A 
proposal not to affiliate the SA 
to the SWP-owned Anti-Nazi 
League until the ANAL 
provided details of their 
internal structure and financial 
position was effectively 
vetoed by SWP delegates.
